President  Wm.  A.  Graham  then  read  his  address. 

PRESIDENT'S  ANNUAL  ADDRESS. 

To  the  Members  of  the  North  Carolina  Farmers'  State  Alliance. 

Brethren: — The  growth  of  the  Order  during  the  year  while  not 
what  could  have  been  desired,  is  perhaps  as  much  as  should  have 
been  expected  when  we  consider  the  strenuous  exertions  in  the 
State  in  behalf  of  other  organizations  of  farmers  and  the  still  pre- 
vailing desire  among  mankind  for  "something  new." 

The  Advantages  of  the  Alliance  as  a  Farmers'  Organization. 

The  Alliance  is  a  compact  body  of  permanent  existence  with 
power  to  undertake  any  measure  to  promote  the  interests  of  the 
farmer  and  with  machinery  to  perform  the  needed  work  and  raise 
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the  necessary  funds.  Its  superiority  over  the  proposed  new  or- 
ganizations is  easily  seen.  Bach  one  of  them  could  in  the  Alliance 
accomplish  not  only  what  they  wish  to  do,  but  much  else  that  they 
can  have  no  power  to  do  until  they  obtain  a  charter  similar  to  that, 
of  the  Alliance  and  perfect  a  business  system  of  like  efficiency. 
If  only  the  price  to  be  obtained  for  cotton,  tobacco,  or  other  farm 
product,  or  to  be  paid  for  fertilizers,  farm  implements  or  other 
goods,  is  the  bond  of  union,  when  the  matter  at  issue  is  satisfac- 
torily arranged  for  a  season,  the  organization  in  effect  disbands. 
The  Alliance  looks  not  only  to  the  financial,  but  also  to  the  mental, 
moral  and  social  conditions  of  the  farmer;  while  always  pre- 
pared to  meet  any  financial  problem  that  may  arise,  it  is  equally 
as  well  prepared  to  aid  any  other  matter  calculated  to  promote  his 
welfare.  There  is  not  a  beneficial  point  it  could  gain  by  uniting 
with  any  other  body,  but  much  that  it  would  lose. 

While  it  confines  membership  as  nearly  as  practicable  to  farm- 
ers, by  virtue  of  its  charter,  it  permits  not  only  an  Alliance  as  a 
body,  but  any  three  of  its  members  to  combine  with  two  or  more 
persons  not  members,  to  conduct  almost  any  business  permitted  in 
the  State,  upon  complying  with  the  legal  .requirements.  This  ren- 
ders membership  of  those  not  connected  with  farming  neither 
necessary  nor  desirable.  The  farmer  does  not  simply,  as  such,  re- 
quest or  expect  membership  in  an  association  of  lawyers,  doctors, 
bankers,  manufacturers  or  other  profession,  and  there  can  be  no 
reason  why  his  calling  should  be  made  an  exception  in  such  mat- 
ter. 

The  other  proposed  organizations  appear  to  me  as  tubs  set  up 
in  sand  without  hoops.  Whatever  you  pour  in  runs  out,  and 
when  yo,u  attempt  to  bind  them,  there  is  no  hoop  or  material  to 
make  one,  and  the  first  thing  that  goes  against  it  knocks  it  into 
pieces. 

No  one  denies  that  the  Alliance  can  accomplish  what  the  farm- 
ers need,  but  the  older  men  who  were  formerly  members  have  in 
the  past  abused  one  another  personally  about  political  matters  so 
bitterly  that  it  seems  almost  useless  to  look  to  them  in  reorgan- 
izing. This  and  the  poor  return  financially  (at  the  time)  from 
farming,  led  the  young  men  capable  of  leadership  into  other  pro- 
fessions. This  is  changing  now;  the  more  intelligent  condition  of 
our  country  people,  produced  by  the  betterment  of  our  common 
school  system  and  the  education  of  forty  or  more  young  men  from 
the  farms  each  year  at  the  A.  and  M.  College — either  in  regular  or 
"short  course" — is  giving  us  an  agricultural  people  capable  of  un- 
derstanding these  questions;  and  to  them  we  must  appeal  or,  I 
fear,  -leave  Ephraim  with  his  idols. 

Agricultural   Conditions. 

The  cultivation  of  cotton  is  still  the  "craze"  of  the  North  Caro- 
lina farmer  in  suitable  sections,  and  will  continue  to  be  where 
large  farms  are  conducted.  The  North  Carolina  farmer  is  as  well 
skilled  in  his  profession  as  those  in  any  State,  but  increasing  the 
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amount  of  production  almost  solely  by  the  increased  amount  ol 
fertilizer,  as  is  now  so  generally  done,  without  regard  to  rotation 
or  the  restoration  of  humus  to  the  soil,  can  but  result  (as  the  cul- 
tivation of  tobacco  under  like  conditions  did  in  ante-bellum  times) 
in  making  these  farms  and  communities  notable  for  poverty  of  land 
with  the  owners  in  large  measure  in  like  condition. 

The  expectation  and  endeavor  to  obtain  release  from  debt  b> 
one  or  two  large  cotton  crops,  and  upon  failure  one  year  believing 
that  "to-morrow  would  fulfill  the  expectations  of  to-day"  and  a 
repetition  of  the  course,  aided  much  in  producing  the  condition 
that  existed  when  the  Alliance  originated.  Shall  history  repeat 
itself?     I  call  serious  attention  to  this  subject  by  those  concerned. 

The  Neglect  of  the  Corn  Crop. 

This  seems  to  me  in  many  sections  of  the  State  the  greatest 
fault  in  farm  management.  There  is  an  adage  that  "a  man  who 
is  out  of  corn  is  very  apt  to  be  out  of  everything  else,"  and  in 
former  times  when  a  man  wore  his  hat  on  the  side  of  his  head, 
"he  looked  like  a  man  who  had  corn  to  sell" — that  is,  independ- 
ent and  not  obligated  to  other  people.  Sub  Alliances  can  for  the 
coming  year  adopt  for  consideration  no  subject  that  promises  bet- 
ter returns  from  its  solution  than  "the  corn  crop  from  seed  to 
market."     With 

"Corn  in  the  crib  money  in  the  pocket, 
A  baby  in  the  cradle  and  a  pretty  wife  to  rock  it," 

the  state  of  every  Allianceman  would  soon  induce  his  neighbor  to 
emulate  his  example,  especially  if  he  had  "meat  in  the  smoke- 
house," and  did  not  have  to  spend  his  cotton  money,  or  more 
probably  give  a  mortgage  on  the  cotton  to  buy  it. 

Such  condition  would  be  much  better  than  that  of  his  neighbor 
who  has  his  cotton  stored  for  a  higher  price,  his  accounts  un- 
settled for  corn  and  meat  and  his  family  needing  not  only  articles 
for  comfort,  but  almost  of  necessity.  I  have  never  seen  in  this 
State  and  permanently  prosperous  farming  on  bought  corn.  Let 
the  supply  of  vegetables,  whether  from  field  or  garden,  have 
proper  attention.  Canned  or  evaporated  fruits  and  vegetables 
are  as  necessary  to  health  and  comfort  as  was  the  dried  or  pickled 
a  few  years  ago,  and  are  more  easily  prepared. 

Do  not  neglect  the  home  surroundings;  see  that  all  progress  up- 
on the  farm  or  matters  pertaining  to  work  is  accompanied  with 
equal  advance  in  things  pertaining  to  the  work  of  the  wife,  daugh- 
ter, or  hired  woman. 

Holding  Cotton  for  Better  Price. 

If  the  call  to  hold  three  million  bales  had  been  complied  with, 
fifteen  cents  would  have  been  the  price  of  cotton  without  doubt. 
The  price  each  yqar  could  be  fixed  by  the  farmers  if  they  would  co- 
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operate,  but  they  never  have  (nor  do  I  believe  a  sufficient  number 
ever  will)  to  seriously  affect  the  price. 

Too  many  had  rather  receive  nine  cents  and  get  it  all,  than 
twelve  cents  and  pay  one  cent  to  the  support  of  an  organization  to 
accomplish  it.  They  do  not  mind  any  one  else  making  something, 
but  they  are  determined  no  farmer  shall.  So  far  there  seems  to 
be  enough  of  this  class  to  thwart  all  plans  attempted  for  their  bet- 
terment. Cotton  is  a  good  thing  to  hold  if  you  own  it;  and  there 
will  hardly  be  a  series  of  three  years  that  it  will  not  reach  twelve 
cents,  or  higher.  But  holding  other  people's  cotton  has  caused  the 
loss  of  several  million  dollars  to  farmers. 

The  price  of  cotton  is  determined  by  the  export  demand.  Com- 
parison of  export  and  prices  will  prove  this.  The  amount  sold  this 
year  is  two  million  bales  less  than  the  amount  sold  last  year.  Ex- 
ports are  about  as  much  less  than  those  of  last  year;  and  there  is 
not  the  advance  in  price  that  a  diminutive  of  one-fifth  should 
make. 

The  export  demand  seems  in  the  same  way  to  effect  the  price 
or  market  of  manufactured  goods.  To  aid  the  sale  of  the  manu- 
facturer, Congress  has  passed  a  law  to  send  a  commission  to  seek 
better  and  larger  markets.  Would  not  a  like  commission  for  the 
sale  of  raw  cotton  have  benefited  the  farmer ?— although t  it  might 
have  caused  the  mill  men  to  pay  him  a  better  price  for  his  cotton, 
which  the  new  market  would  enable  him  to  do,  but  which  he 
never  does  until  the  foreigner  seems  likely  not  to  leave  him  a 
supply  of  raw  material  convenient. 

The  Farmer's  Prosperity. 

The  price  of  cotton  for  three  years  has  left  the  farmer  some- 
thing for  home  use  after  expenses  are  paid.  Do  not  let  this  lead 
to  extravagance  and  running  into  unnecessary  debt,  but  let  your 
profits  be  used  with  discretion.  The  lean  years  in  all  periods  have 
followed  the  plenteous.  They  will  do  so  again — how  soon,  can 
never  be  determined,  but  let  us  keep  free  of  debt  and  be  not 
engulfed  when  the  unfavorable  tide  comes  in. 

The  North  Carolina  Department  of  Agriculture. 

The  present  Legislature  relieved  the  Agricultural  Depart- 
ment from  paying  $10,000  per  annum  from  its  fund  for  the  run- 
ning expenses  of  the  A.  and  M.  College.  The  Agricultural  Fund 
is  derived  solely  from  a  tax  upon  fertilizers,  and  is  paid  only 
by  those  engaged  in  agriculture.  The  lawyer  when  he  obtains 
license  pays  a  specific  tax  which  is  applied  to  the  improvement  of 
the  Supreme  Court  or  law  library.  What  would  be  said  if  a  bill 
was  enacted  to  apply  this  to  the  purchase  of  animal  models  for 
the  Agricultural  Building?  Or  to  levy  a  tax  on  manufacturers  of 
ten  cents  per  bale  of  cotton  to  be  used  for  the  same  purpose?  It 
would  be  no  more  improper  than  is  the  use  of  the  farmers'  tax 
to  educate  mechanics,  and  engineers.  This  would  not  be  dreamed 
of  in  connection  with  anybody  else  but  farmers.     The  North  Caro- 
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lina  Farmers'  Convention  has  demanded  that  the  A.  and  M.  Col- 
lege shall  be  supported,  as  are  the  other  educational  institutions, 
by  the  general  fund,  and  Alliancemen  and  all  other  farmers 
should  join  them  in  this  demand. 

The  North  Carolina  Department  of  Agriculture  is  by  far  the 
most  efficient  in  the  Southern  States,  and  is  surpassed  by  few  even 
in  the  North.  It  not  only  co-operated  with  the  United  States 
Department  in  all  cognate  matters,  but  demonstrated  to  it  that 
the  "fever  tick" — the  greatest  cattle  pest  in  our  history — could 
be  exterminated. 

Fertilizer  Tonnage  Tax  Should  be  Used  Exclusively  for  the  Farm- 
ers' Benefit. 

Under  the  Act  of  189  9,  the  Board  of  Agriculture  was  directed 
to  organize  the  Department  for  the  purpose  of  conducting  fifteen 
specified  objects  in  promotion  of  the  interests  of  agriculture;  to 
these  have  since  been  added  the  inspection  of  animal  or  stock 
feeds,  human  foods,  and  cottonseed  meal.  All  these  branches 
have  not  yet  been  fully  developed.  The  Department  was  hin- 
dered on  its  work  by  being  compelled  for  two  years  to  pay  $10,- 
000  to  the  running  expenses  of  the  College.  It  requires  a  large 
amount  of  money  to  conduct  the  work  assigned  to  the  Board  in 
its  legitimate  and  proper  sphere.  The  farmers  should  demand 
that  this  work  shall  not  be  crippled  by  division  of  its  funds  to 
other  purposes,  especially  that  which  have  no  relations  to  agri- 
culture. The  attendance  of  the  farmers  and  their  families  upon 
the  Farmers'  Institute  this  year  is  notable,  and  portends  a  marked 
advance  in  agriculture.  Three  sets  or  corps  of  speakers  conduct- 
ed these  meetings  and  were  occupied  full  time.  I  would  suggest 
that  in  counties  where  the  Alliance  is  organized  that  the  Alliances 
make  these  institutes  objects  of  especial  attention  by  informing 
the  managers  what  subjects  should  be  given  prominence  in  theii 
county.  Also  that  where  not  convenient  to  attend  in  a  body,  that. 
the  Lecturer  or  some  other  person  be  appointed  to  visit  the  "Test 
Farm"  and  report  upon  matters  upon  which  the  members  of  his 
Alliance  are  interested.  When  the  tax  yields  more  money  than 
can  be  profitably  used  for  agricultural  progress,  let  it  be  re- 
duced. 

The  Railroads. 

The  effort  of  the  railway  companies  to  increase  minimum  car- 
loads of  fertilizers  to  twenty  tons  should  not  be  permitted  to  be 
effected.  It  is  against  the  interest  of  small  communities,  and 
tends  to  compel  purchase  of  goods  not  preferred. 

Passenger  and  freight  charges  should  be  lessened.  Decent 
cars  should  be  provided  for  all  passengers  with  separate  cars  for 
each  race,  and  there  should  be  but  one  class  of  fares. 

Unjust  advance  in  charges  for  freight  by  classification  of  goods 
or  stated  charge  should  not  be  allowed  and  should  be  corrected 
where  existing. 

The  railroads  are  no  longer  new  institutions  with  whose  man- 
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agement  the  public  are  unacquainted.  The  time  has  passed  when 
charges  can  be  regulated  upon  the  principle  (or  want  of  princi- 
ple) ;  "what  can  they  be  made  to  pay?"  The  cost  of  construction, 
maintenance  and  all  expenses  connected  with  operation  as  well  as 
receipts  are  easily  obtainable.  There  is  no  reason  why  these 
charges  should  not  be  arranged  at  figures  just  both  to  the  people 
and  the  corporations. 

Denaturized  Alcohol. 

Congress  has  enacted  a  law  exempting  this*  product  from  the 
Internal  Revenue  fax.  It  is  manufactured  from  corn  or  other 
grain,  potatoes,  sorghum  and  other  farm  products.  Its  use  is 
similar  to  that  of  kerosene,  gasoline,  naphtha,  and  like  sub- 
stances for  lighting,  heat  or  power  purposes.  Its  manufacture 
would  be  a  profitable  purpose  for  the  co-operation  of  Alliances 
and  communities,  not  only  for  the  production  of  supplies  for  the 
immediate  vicinity,  but  for  preparation  of  products  of  the  section 
for  market. 

Trusts  and  Combinations  Against  Public  Good. 

Proceedings  against  those  accused  are  being  had  in  the  United 
States  Court  under  existing  laws.  We  await  the  result,  and  to  see 
if  relief  will  be  given.  Or  shall  it  be  determined  that  there  is  no 
way  to  prevent  these  abuses  as  they  are  protected  by  the  Consti- 
tution? Surely  a  remarkable  and  undesirable  privilege,  if  ad- 
mitted. 

Rebates  and  Pure  Food. 

Laws  have  been  enacted  upon  these  subjects,  and  while  not  ac- 
complishing all  that  could  be  desired,  have  done  more  than  was 
expected.  The  President  is  entitled  to  thanks  and  commenda- 
tion for  what  has  been  done  and  to  just  criticism  for  not  gaining 
for  the  people  all  that  he  could  have  done  in  a  more  partisan 
manner. 

The  Tariff. 

The  changed  condition  of  affairs  with  most  of  the  manufactur- 
ers of  the  country  must  soon  cause  a  revision  and  reduction  of 
the  tariff  tax.  The  manufacturer  no  longer  asks  protection  in 
keeping  the  manufacturer  of  similar  goods  out  of  the  "home  mar- 
ket" but  earnestly  appeals  for  ways  and  means  (especially  the 
means)  to  gain  the  desirable  markets  of  the  world.  This  can 
best'  be  done  by  opening  our  markets  to  those  countries  which 
have  for  sale  the  goods  we  desire  to  purchase  and  whose  people 
wish  the  productions  of  our  citizens.  There  must  be  a  "return 
cargo"  for  importing  vessels  in  order  to  have  successful  commerce. 
The  President  did  run  well  upon  this  track  for  awhile,  but  some 
one  hindered  him  and  he  jumped  the  rail  and  took  to  the  bushes. 
We  wait  with  interest  to  s-ee  where  he  will  reappear  upon  the 
course  when  Congress  assembles  in  December. 
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Immigration. 

What  kind  of  immigrants  does  the  State  desire?  "Anybody, 
Lord,  so  he  is  a  man,"  seems  the  answer  many  would  make.  The 
kind  of  immigrant  needed  is  as  varied  as  are  pursuits  of  oiu 
citizens.  The  State  itself  owns  neither  mills  or  lands  suitable  for 
occupancy,  consequently  it  can  only  act  for  the  citizen.  The 
Northwestern  States,  in  many  -instances,  owned  the  lands.  Their 
agents  could  go  into  a  foreign  country  where  there  was  desirable 
people,  organize  a  colony  of  congenial  folks,  most  of  whom  were 
acquainted;  they  with  the  preacher  and  teacher  make  the  settle- 
ment. When  they  come,  as  some  of  them  go  to  new  fields,  the\ 
aid  in  inducing  others  to  come. 

When  the  State  engages  in  the  immigration  business  it  finds 
itself  associated  with — or  more  properly  speaking,  antagonized 
by — the  railway  and  immigration  companies  of  various  names 
and  with  various  purposes.  If  the  State  has  in  process  of  con- 
summation the  sale  of  a  tract  of  land  or  the  location  of  immi- 
grants or  an  immigrant,  its  competitors  do  not  hesitate  to  use  all 
means  common  in  such  business  to  relieve  it  of  concern  in  the 
matter  by  getting  the  parties  interested  to  turn  from  the  pur- 
chaser whom  the  State  wishes  to  supply  to  the  one  represented  by 
themselves.  The  State,  therefore,  can  only  advertise  the  induce- 
ments of  the  different  sections,  and  leave  to  the  individuals  con  • 
cerned  the  selection  of  the  place  or  position. 

Our  State, 

The  Governor  is  awake  to  the  interests  of  all  the  citizens  of  the 
State.  The  administration  preceding  his  will  be  noted  for  a  re- 
vival and  great  progress  along  lines  for  the  education  of  the 
youth  of  the  State.  He  desires  that  his  shall  produce  an  indus- 
trial revival  in  the  accumulations  of  our  people  and  their  ad- 
vance along  lines  of  improvement — not  only  of  the  means  of 
transportation,  manufactures,  and  the  upbuilding  of  the  towns, 
but  also  of  the  farm  and  the  home.  In  his  addresses  he  shows 
his  ideal  condition  to  be  that  of  a  large  proportion  of  our  popula- 
tion as  owners  of  homes  free  from  debt,  and  interested  in  the  cul- 
tivation of  the  soil. 

The  Alliancemen  give  him  a  hearty  support  in  all  measures 
tending  to  accomplish  this  desirable  condition.

The  Headquarters'   Property. 

I  ask  your  consideration  and  determination  as  to  what  is  the 
best  course  to  pursue  in  regard  to  this.  The  suitableness  of  the 
location  and  buildings  for  a  College  or  High  School  or  a  reforma- 
tory will  at  no  distant  time  present  opportunities  for  sale.  The 
buildings  alone  cost  over  twenty  thousand  dollars  and  are  unsur- 
passed for  premanency.  In  addition  then,  we  have  one  hundred 
and  forty  acres  of  ground  and  some  machinery. 

If   something  like  fifteen  thousand   dollars  could  be  obtained, 
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this  restored  to  the  fund  and  invested  in  North  Caroling  4  per 
cent  bonds,  would  yield  sufficient  amount  to  pay  the  expense  of 
our  annual  session.

AFTERNOON  SESSION — August  14th,  3.  p.  m. 

"The  Alliance  reassembled  for  the  transaction  of  business.     The 
Secretary  read  his  report  as  follows: 

SECRETARY'S  REPORT. 

Hillsboro,  N.  C,  August  14,  1906. 

Brethren: — The  clock  of  time  has  made  another  cycle  and  we 
have  again  met  in  annual  session.  Considerable  work  has  been 
done  during  the  past  year  to  build  up  the  Alliance,  but  all  the 
results  have  not  been  all  we  had  hoped  for.  We  find  that  it  takes 
"line  upon  line  and  precept  upon  precept"  to  keep  the  brethren 
alive  to  the  benefits  of  the  organization.  My  books  show  a  falling 
off  in  membership  as  compared  with  last  year,  which  should  not 
be.  Bro.  H.  M.  Cates,  your  State  Lecturer,  has  labored  faithfully, 
with  seemingly  good  results  at  the  time,  but  from  some  cause  in- 
terest soon  lags  and  the  brethren  become  lukewarm  and  lose  inter- 
est in  the  organization.  In  addition  to  Brother  Cates,  Bro.  E.  J. 
Ragsdale  entered  the  field  as  an  organizer  for  a  short  while.  His 
work  was  chiefly  in  Robeson  County,  and  he  reported  quite  an 
awakening  in  Alliance  interest  in  that  section. 

I  recommend  that  special  efforts  shall  be  made  during  the  com- 
ing year  to  push  the  work  of  organization  as  rapidly  as  possible. 
The  farmers  are  interested  in  organization,  the  field  is  ripe,  and 
now  is  the  time  to  reap  the  harvest.

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Lecturer  Cates  then  read  his  report,  as  follows: 

STATE  LECTURER'S  REPORT. 

To  the  Officers  and  Members  of  the  Farmers'  Alliance  of  North 
Carolina: 

The  undersigned,  your  State  Lecturer,  would  beg  leave  to  make 
the  following  report  for  the  year  ending  August  14,  1906: 

Ten  counties  have  been  visited,  more  than  fifty  new  Sub  Al- 
liances have  been  reorganized,  all  the  old  Sub  Alliances  in  these 
counties  have  been  visited  and  greatly  strengthened,  Hertford  and 
Cabarrus  have  been  added  to  our  roll,  Orange,  Cumberland,  Samp- 
son, Wayne,  Lenoir,  Johnston,  Beaufort,  Hertford,  Bertie  and 
many  Other  counties  give  testimony  that  this  has  been  a  fruitful 
year,  and  that  we  have  abundant  reason  to  feel  encouraged  and 
press  forward  with  greater  zeal  the  coming  year  than  ever  be- 
fore. I  am  glad  to  say  at  last  we  are  in  sight  of  victory  and  that 
victory  will  mean  the  increase  of  the  happiness  of  the  honest  till- 
ers of  the  soil  and  ultimately  result  in  the  betterment  of  ali 
classes.     Thanking  you  for  past  honors,  I  beg  to  remain,

The  State  Business  Agent  then  read  his  report,  as  follows: 

REPORT  OF  STATE  BUSINESS  AGENT. 

To  the  Officers  and  Members  of  the  North  Carolina  Farmers'  State 
Alliance. 

Brethren: — We  are  to  be  congratulated  that  prosperity  con- 
tinues to  reign  throughout  our  State  and  country.  Our  people 
are  probably  in  a  better  condition  financially  than  at  any  other 
period  in  our  history  and  present  indications  seem  to  point  to  a 
continuance  of  these  conditions,  for  which  we  should  be  profound- 
ly thankful. 

Notwithstanding  this  era  of  prosperity,  the  business  done 
through  the  Agency  continues  quite  small.  During  the  past  year 
I  have  sent  out  more  than  one  thousand  letters  asking  the  breth- 
ren to  use  the  Business  Agency  as  much  as  they  possibly  could  in 
making  purchases  of  various  kinds.  Judging  by  the  results,  these 
letters  seem  to  have  fallen  by  the  wayside  or  upon  stony  ground. 
However,  it  is  possible  they  were  seed  sown  that,  may  yet  bring 
forth  fruit.  One  very  perceptible  cause  for  the  decline  in  business 
done  through  the  Agency  is  the  refusal  of  the  large  manufactur- 
ers to  sell  their  goods  through  other  channels  than  their  regularly 
appointed  agents.  This  causes  your  State  Business  Agent  to  have 
to  treat  with  the  agent  instead  of  the  manufacturer,  which,  as  a 
rule,  results  in  getting  unsatisfactory  prices,  and  necessitates  the 
purchase  of  the  article  wanted  from  the  agent  and  not  through 
your  State  Business  Agent.  This  has  been  intensified  through 
the  indiscretion  of  some  of  the  brethren.     There  are  others. 

Notwithstanding  this  seemingly  dark  picture,  and  that  the 
Business  Agency  was  not  designed  as  a  money-making  department, 
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but  rather  a  money-saving  instrument  for  the  brethren,  the  com- 
missions,  discounts,   etc.,   for  the  year  just  ended  are    

more  than  they  were  last  year,  while  expenses  have  been  de- 
creased by  several  hundred  dollars,  making  a  much  better  show- 
ing for  the  Business  Agency  as  compared  with  last  year.  In  ad- 
dition to  this,  I  am  informed  by  the  Virginia-Carolina  Company 
that  we  will  receive  some  $300  more  from  sales  of  fertilizers  this 
year  than  from  last  year.  So  from  a  financial  standpoint  the  out- 
look is  moreenconraging  than  it  was  a  year  ago. 

However,  we  are  not  satisfied  with  this  showing,  and  some- 
thing must  be  done  to  bring  the  Business  Agency  in  closer  touch 
and  sympathy  with  the  brethren  than  it  now  is.  This  is  no  light 
matter,  and  should  be  treated  with  all  seriousness  by  this  body. 

As  stated  in  former  reports,  the  increase  in  business  must 
come  from  the  members  of  the  Alliance.  It  is  for  them  to  deter- 
mine whether  the  Business  Agency  shall  do  a  large  or  a  small 
business. 

Again,  permit  me  to  ask  that  we  shall  at  this  meeting  of  the 
State  Alliance  plan  for  larger  things  in  all  lines  of  Alliance  work. 

The  report  of  your  Trustee  of  the  Business  Agency  Fund  will 
show  that  I  have  turned  over  to  him  this  year,  in  cash,  $1,711.2  9, 
to  be  applied  as  part  payment  on  mortgage.

Bro.  "W.  H.  Tyler  offered  the  following  resolutions  ("E"t,  which 
were  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Education: 

"Whereas,  the  chief  deficiency  and  weakness  in  our  plan  of 
education  in  North  Carolina  lies  in  the  gap  between  the  public 
school  and  the  college,  since  the  former  lives  by  taxation  and  the 
latter  by  State  appropriations,  endowment,  donations,  etc.,  while 
secondary  education,  especially  in  the  rural  districts,  is  depend- 
ent upon  weak  church  schools,  precarious  academies,  and  a  few 
expensive  institutions;  and, 

"Whereas,  it  is  impossible  to  develop  the  public  schools  to 
adequately  supply  the  colleges,  to  build  up  in  the  country  a  spirit 
of  liberal  culture,  scientific  agriculture  and  love  of  farm  life,  with- 
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out  a  more  stable,  certain  and  uniform  plan  of  secondary  educa- 
tion;   therefore 

"Resolved,  that  we  earnestly  urge  the  next  Legislature  to  ap- 
point a  committee  of  distinguished  educators  to  take  under  consid* 
eration  the  whole  matter  of  secondary  education,  the  unification 
of  our  school  system,  supplementary  appropriations  to  duplicate 
local  taxation  for  high  schools,  and  providing  three  first-class 
schools  in  which  agricultural  education  shall  be  a  primary  consid- 
eration— the  committee  to  study  conditions,  investigate  thorough- 
ly and  report,  drafting  a  measure  which  shall  meet  the  conditions 
in  our  State,  this  to  be  publicly  submitted  in  time  for  discussion 
by  the  people  in  advance  of  the  following  session  of  the  Legisla- 
ture." 

On  motion,  the  President  appointed  Prof.  W.  H.  Tyler,  Prof. 
John  Graham,  and  Dr.  R.  H.  Speight  to  appear  before  the  proper 
committee  of  the  Legislature  in  support  of  this  proposition. 

The  following  resolution  in  regard  to  fertilizer  freight  rates 
was  offered  by  Bro.  J.  A.  McAllister,  of  Robeson  County: 

"Whereas,  it  has  come  to  the  knowledge  of  the  Farmers'  Alli- 
ance that  the  railroads  are  endeavoring  to  change  the  minimum 
car-load  of  fertilizers  from  ten  to  twenty  tons;    and, 

"Whereas,  such  change  would  work  injury,  wrong  and  injustice 
to  the  farmers;    therefore  be  it 

"Resolved,  that  the  State  Alliance  earnestly  and  emphatically 
protests  against  such  action  as  prejudicial  to  the  farming  interests 
of  the  State,  and  that  we  respectfully  urge  the  Corporation  Com- 
mission to  refuse  to  make  any  increase  in  the  minimum  car-load. 

"Resolved,  that  the  Secretary  of  the  Alliance  be  and  is  hereby 
directed  to  communicate  this  action  to  the  Corporation  Com- 
mission." 

The  resolution  was  unanimously  adopted. 

No  further  business,  the  Alliance  adjourned  until  the  night 
session. 


NIGHT  SESSION — August  14th. 

Alliance  called  to  order  by  President  Graham  at  8  o'clock  p.  m. 
The  Committee  on  Education  reported  resolution  "E"  favorably. 
After   much  discussion,   the   resolution   was  re-referred. 

The  Committee  on  Lecturing  reported  the  following  as  to  the 
Secretary's  report,   which  was  adopted: 

"Recommended  that  special  efforts  shall  be  made  during  the 
coming  year  to  push  the  work  of  organization  as  rapidly  as  pos- 
sible." 
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The  committee  further  recommends  our  Lecturer  be  employed 
all  his  time  in  the  lecture  work. 

(Signed)  SPEIGHT,   Chairman. 

The  time  for  the  election  of  officers  was  fixed  for  11  o'clock 
to-morrow,  the  loth. 

The  following  resolution  was  offered,  and  the  rules  being  sus- 
pended, was  adopted: 

"Whereas,  Farmers'  Institutes  have  proven  to  be  of  such  great 
value  to  our  farmers  by  stimulating  them  to  greater  endeavors 
along  the  line  of  improved  agriculture  and  better  methods  of 
farming,  therefore  be  it 

"Resolved,  that  the  Farmers'  State  Alliance  now  in  session 
recommend  to  the  members  of  the  Alliance  and  to  the  farmers  of 
the  State  generally  the  Farmers'  Institutes  as  a  fine  and  practical 
method  of  increasing  agricultural  interest  and  agricultural  educa- 
tion. 

Resolved  2.  That  we  recommend  that  Sub  and  County  Alliances 
co-operate  with  the  State  Department  of  Agriculture  in  holding 
Institutes  in  their  respective  communities  by  working  up  inter- 
est, preparing  programs,  procuring  local  speakers,  etc.,  notifying 
the  Department  of  Agriculture  of  the  same,  at  the  same  time  re- 
questing the  Department  to  send  specialists  to  discuss  questions 
of  general  interest  to  the  community." 

T.   B.   PARKER. 

Mr.  Clarence  H.  Poe  then  presented  the  following  resolution: 

"Whereas,  the  efforts  frequently  made  to  have  funds  derived 
from  the  Agricultural  Department  fertilizer  tonnage  tax  used  for 
the  general  support  of  the  A.  and  M.  College  is  of  vital  concern  to 
the  farmers  of  the  State;  therefore  be  it 

"Resolved,  by  the  North  Carolina  Farmers'  State  Alliance,  that 
we  most  unqualifiedly  condemn  the  use  of  the  Agricultural  De- 
partment funds  for  this  purpose.  It  being  that  the  A.  and  M. 
College  is  a  general  State  institution  for  the  education  of  manu- 
facturers and  the  development  of  manufacturing  no  less  than  for 
the  education  of  farmers  and  the  develoument  of  farming,  we 
count  it  an  inexcusable  injustice  to  require  the  farmers  to  con- 
tribute to  the  general  support  of  the  institution  from  a  special  tax 
levied  exclusively  on  the  farming  classes  of  North  Carolina.  We 
demand  that  the  fertilizer  tonnage  tax  be  kept  and  used  for  its 
legitimate  original  purpose  of  promoting  the  exclusive  interests 
of  the  exclusive  class  from  which  it  is  taken,  and  that  the  Agri- 
cultural Department  of  the  A.  and  M.  College  put  there  for  the 
class  composing  82  per  cent  of  our  population,  shall  have  its  full 
share  of  State  and  National  appropriations,  and  that  in  case  any 
fertilizer  tax  may  be  used  at  the  College,  it  shall  be  used  solely  for 
additional  and  supplementary  promotion  of  the  farmers'  depart- 
ment after  that  department  has  received  its  full  and  due  share  of 
the  regular  funds  provided  by  State  and  Nation." 
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On  motion,  the  resolution  was  put  on  its  immediate  passage, 
and  was  enthusiastically  adopted. 

Mr.  J.  A.  Davis  offered  a  resolution  pertaining  to  the  use  of 
jute  bagging,  which  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Demands 
and  Resolutions. 

The  following  resolution  was  also  offered  and  adopted: 

"Resolved,  that  we  urge  our  brethren  to  exercise  great  care  in 
preserving  our  business  secrets,  and  also  the  secrecy  of  our  Ritu- 
als; our  view  being  that  they  are  for  the  use  of  members  only." 

Bro.  J.  M.  Mitchell  offered  the  following  resolution,  which  was 
unanimously  adopted: 

"Resolved,  that  we,  the  State  Alliance,  now  in  session,  do  en- 
dorse Governor  R.  B.  Glenn,  of  this  State,  in  his  efforts  to  stop 
the  lynchings  in  the  State,  and  that  we  do  ourselves  condemn  the 
seeming  spirit  of  mob  law." 

Adjourned  until  to-morrow,  the  15th. 


MORNING  SESSION — August  15th. 

The  Alliance  called  to  order  at  9  o'clock  a.  m.  Minutes  of  yes- 
terday read  and  approved. 

The  Committee  on  Demands  and  Resolutions  reported  favorably 
the  resolution  offered  by  Mr.  J.  A.  Davis,  which  was  adopted,  as 
follows: 

"Having  been  informed  that  the  manufacturers  of  jute  bagging 
have  increased  the  price  of  the  same  85  per  cent,  or  more,  there- 
fore be  it 

"Resolved,  that  we  urge  upon  the  members  of  the  Alliance  and 
all  users  of  bagging  or  producers  of  cotton  to  discontinue  the  pur- 
chase of  bagging  from  the  trust  and  use  any  other  covering  in  lieu 
thereof." 

Bro.  J.  A.  Davis  submitted  the  following  report  for  the  Commit- 
tee on  Business  Agency,  which  was  received  and  adopted: 

"Your  committee  recommends  that  the  State  Business  Agent 
send  to  the  Secretaries  of  each  County  Alliance,  quarterly,  a  price 
list  oi  all  necessary  articles  usually  purchased  through  the 
Agency;  also  that  the  State  Lecturer  be  given  all  necessary  assist- 
ance by  procuring  competent  Assistant  Lecturers  to  the  success- 
ful prosecution  of  this  work;  and  that  the  Executive  Commitee  be 
empowered  to  set  apart  a  portion  of  the  funds  in  their  hands  to 
defray  the  expenses  thereof.  We  further  recommend  that  the  dif- 
ferent County  and  Sub  Alliances  be  requested  to  contribute  as 
much  as  possible  toward  paying  said  Assistant  Lecturers;  and  also 
to  urge  upon  the  membership  at  large  to  give  their  support  and 
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encouragement  to  the  State  Business  Agent;  also  the  report  or 
the  State  Business  Agent  be  received  and  recorded  as  a  part  of 
the  proceedings  of  this  meeting;  all  of  which  is  respectfully  sub- 
mitted." 

Secretary  T.  B.  Parker  offered  the  following  resolution,  which 
was  adopted: 

"Resolved,  that  the  following-named  brethren,  W.  A.  Graham, 
J.  A.  McAllister,  R.  H.  Speight,  John  Graham  and  Clarence  H. 
Poe  be  requested  to  write  an  address  to  the  farmers  of  the  State 
setting  forth  the  benefits  of  organization  and  calling  their  atten- 
tion to  the  Farmers'  Alliance  as  a  means  of  co-operation  along  all 
lines  looking  to  the  betterment  of  the  farmers  of  the  State." 

The  committee  to  which  was  referred  the  resolution  "E"  on 
education,  offered  by  Bro.  W.  H  Tyler,  reported  favorably  on  the 
same,   and  the   resolution  was  unanimously  adopted. 

The  Judiciary  Committee  then  presented  the  following  report, 
which  was  dropped  after  discussion: 

"We,  your  Judiciary  Committee,  beg  leave  to  report  as  follows 
on  a  question  coming  to  us  from  Davidson  County.  We  find  that 
we  are  unable  to  arrive  at  a  definite  conclusion  for  lack  of  ma- 
terial information.  However,  we  recommend  that  the  President  of 
our  State  Alliance  instruct  Cotton  Grove  Alliance,  the  only  live 
Alliance  in  Davidson  County,  as  we  are  informed,  to  appoint  a 
committee  of  three  out  of  its  membership  to  investigate  the  pend- 
ing matter  of  money  now  said  to  be  in  the  hands  of  Bro.  A.  M. 
Hunter,  and  others.  That  they  secure  evidence  and  information 
and  papers  relative  to  the  same  and  that  they  transmit  said  evi- 
dence and  papers,  etc.,  with  their  findings  to  the  State  President, 
who  may  refer  this  work  to  your  Judiciary  Committee. 

"This  position  is  taken  by  your  committee  in  compliance  with 
Article  6,  Section  1,  2,  3  and  4  of  our  State  Constitution. 

"McClelland, 

"For  the  Committee." 

The  Alliance  adjourned  for  half  an  hour. 

Reconvening  until  11  o'clock  a.  m.,  the  election  of  officers  was 
postponed  until  2  o'clock  p.  m. 

An  informal  discussion  followed,  in  which  the  relations  of  The 
Progressive  Farmer  to  the  Order  and  the  best  means  of  obtaining 
interest  in  the  Sub  Alliances,  were  considered. 

Secretary  T.  B.  Parker  offered  the  following  resolution,  which 
was  unanimously  adopted: 

"Resolved,  that  the  State  Farmers'  Alliance  tender,  to  the  cot- 
ton farmers,  the  tobacco  farmers,  the  truck  farmers,  and  all  farm- 
ers in  North  Carolina  its  hearty  co-operation  in  their  every  effort 
to  better  their  condition  by  procuring  better  prices  for  their  prod- 
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ducts;  in  purchasing  supplies,  implements,  machinery,  etc.  We 
also  extend  to  these  farmers  a  cordial  invitation  to  become  mem- 
bers with  us,  assuring  them  the  uppermost  and  sole  purpose  of  the 
Alliance  is  the  upbuilding  and  uplifting  of  the  farmers  and  their 
families  by  elevating  the  agricultural,  social  and  educational 
interests  in  the  rural  districts. 

Bro.  John  Graham,  in  behalf  of  the  Executive  Committee,  sub- 
mitted their  report:

"The  Executive  Committee  recommends  that  the  board  bills  of 
the  delegates  ne  paid  by  the  Business  Agent  out  of  funds  in  his 
hands,  and  that  Brother  Oldham  be  instructed  to  purchase  a  suita- 
ble present  for  Mrs.  Parker  of  the  value  of  ten  dollars." 

Bro.  Geo.  F.  Parrott  then  introduced  the  following  resolution: 

"Resolved,  that  the  sincere  thanks  of  the  Farmers'  State  Alli- 
ance, and  of  each  and  every  member  present,  are  hereby  returned 
to  Bro.  and  Mrs.  T.  B.  Parker  and  their  entire  family  for  their 
usual  and  never-failing  kindness  and  hospitality,  which  we  have 
again  been  permitted  to  enjoy,  and  which  we  most  heartily  appre- 
ciate." 

The  election  of  officers  being  next  in  order,  the  following  were 
chosen :

Lelland. 

The  election  of  officers  being  completed,  those  newly-elected, 
the  President  and  Vice-President,  were  formally  installed,  Bro.  J. 
C.  Bain  acting  as  master  of  ceremonies. 
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On  motion,  the  President  was  authorized  to  appoint  a  commit- 
tee of  three  to  act  as  Legislative  Committee  of  the  Order,  dealing 
with  the  resolution  "E"  regarding  secondary  education,  etc.  The 
committee  consists  of  Prof.  W.  H.  Tyler,  Prof.  John  Graham  and 
Dr.  R.   D.  Speight. 

The  Secretary  was  instructed  to  publish  in  the  minutes  certain 
resolutions  passed  in  recent  years  bearing  on  constitutional  pro- 
visions. 

No  further  business,  the  State  Alliance  adjourned.

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AMENDMENTS  TO  THE  CONSTITUTION. 

1890.  Whereas,  the  State  Business  Agency  Fund  was  raised 
expressly  for  the  purpose  of  giving  the  Agency  a  credit — in  other 
words,  the  fund  was  placed  in  the  hands  of  a  trustee  for  the  sole 
purpose  of  protecting  creditors  against  loss  by  reason  of  Alliances 
failing  to  meet  their  obligations. 

1893.  Resolved,  that  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  North 
Carolina  Farmers'  State  Alliance  has  never  had  nor  shall  have 
the  power  to  apply  the  funds  now  in  the  hand  of  the  Trustee  of 
the  Business  Agency  to  any  other  purspose  but  to  the  payments 
of  losses  in  accordance  with  the  original  intention  in  the  estab- 
lishment of  the  fund  and  in  compliance  with  the  charter  passed 
by  the  last  Legislature;  but  that  this  resolution  shall  not  prevent 
the  deposit  of  bonds  to  secure  over-drafts  of  the  Business  Agent. 

189  6.  Page  21  of  minutes:  "That  the  Constitution  be  amend- 
ed so  as  to  allow  three  members  to  constitute  a  Sub  Alliance." 

1900.  That  whenever  any  County  Alliance  ceases  to  exist,  and 
property  of  said  County  Alliance  shall  revert  to  the  Sub  Alliances 
or  Alliance  in  said  county;  and  if  no  Sub  Alliance  exists  in  the 
county,  then  said  property  shall  belong  to  the  State  Alliance. 

1900.  That  each  County  Alliance  have  the  power  to  regulate 
its  affairs  in  regard  to  members  when  there  are  not  enough  for  a 
Sub    Alliance. 

How  to  organize  or  recorganize  a  Sub  Alliance: 

Call  a  meeting  of  your  people.  Select  a  temporary  chairman 
and  secretary.  After  stating  the  objects  of  the  meeting,  select 
one  or  more  to  wait  on  the  audience  and  solicit  names  for  mem- 
bership. Old  members  may  be  reinstated  by  the  payment  of  one- 
quarters  back-dues,  twenty-five  cents.  New  members  by  payment 
of  fifty  cents  initiation  fee.  Organize  under  the  old  charter,  using 
old  name  and  number,  thus  saving  charter  fee.  Elect  officers, 
make  immediate  report,  with  the  amount  collected,  to  your  County 
Secretary,  if  your  county  is  organized.  If  not  organized,  send  re 
port  direct  to  the  State  Secretary.  Notify  the  State  Secretary  of 
the  organization,  giving  him  the  name  and  number  of  the  Alliance, 
together  with  the  name  and  post-office  of  the  Secretary.  On  appli- 
cation, the  State  Secretary  will  send  blanks  and  give  any  other 
information  he  can.
